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ABOUT THE COVER 


The first portion of the building, known as Central 
School, was erected in 1925 at a cost of $75,000.00. The 
new section, known as South Berwick Memorial Civic Cen- 
ter, was erected in 1952 at a cost of $142,000.00. 


This building now has twelve classrooms, Town Offices, 
Superintendent of Schools Offices, Municipal Court Room, 
and a large gymnasium, second to none in the State for a 
Town the size of South Berwick. 


The estimated replacement value of the building as it 
now stands is between $275,000 and $300,000.

Owing to the extreme amount of heavy rain during 
the Spring, several bad washouts were created, meaning 
additional expense to the Town. These washouts were 
responsible for the rebuilding of the abutments on the 
Bennett Lot Road Bridge, the rebuilding of the bridge on 
Earle’s Road and Old York Road. It was also necessary to 
haul several yards of gravel on these roads, keeping them 
passable in the Spring. An overdraft was created in this 
account due, principally, to the unusual amount of spring 
work and grading at the Civic Center. Due to the spring 
flood, we were allocated $649.41 which is due from the 
State. 


The State Aid money was used to finish the railroad 
underpasses and tar a portion of the Old South Road. A 
portion of the State Aid Fund was used in 1952 in anticipa- 
tion of the 1953 Funds. 


The $500.00 appropriation on the Boyd Corner Road 
was used to haul gravel, cut bushes and install new culverts. 


Several streets were applied a surface of tar, having 
in mind a three year rotation plan as recommended by some 
highways officials. 


Although the appropriation for winter care was 
decreased, we were blessed with a very light snow fall and 
a small amount of sanding thereby, creating a sizeable un- 
expended balance. 


Due to making use of the small tractor at the dump, 
we were able to keep our expenditures at the dump within 
the amount of the appropriation. 


1953 saw the completion of the Blister Rust control 
work performed by State Personnel, under State super- 
vision, with the Town and State sharing the cost. The 
Town’s share amounted to $147.84. 


Consideration should be given to preserve the trees 
along the streets of our Town. $425.00 was spent for spray- 
ing and care of these shade trees in 1953. Of this the Town 
received $200.00 back from the State. 


Again this year 1500 seedlings were set out on the land 
of the Town Farm by the Boy Scouts. The cost of these 
seedlings being 1¢ each.

Report of the Fire Department 


Another year rolls by and with its ending, I once again 
submit my report of the South Berwick Fire Department. 


During the year your Fire Department answered: 


59 Alarms 

8 Still Alarms 

4 Emergency Alarms 
15 Out-of-Town Alarms 


We feel that very efficient and progressive strides 
have been made in the past year. We have added two 
Motorola radio units to the equipment. We have also 
added a table unit for bringing in conversation from other 
Departments that are not on our frequency. 


Instead of running all over Town for a boat when an 
emergency arises, we have bought a fourteen foot boat, 
which is suspended from the ceiling of the Fire Station. 
At a moment’s notice it can be lowered to the top of a fire 
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truck and be on the way with the rest of the life saving 
equipment now in use by your department. 


Another addition to the equipment is a Scott Air Pack. 
This Scott Air Pack is the best money can buy and has 
many uses, such as getting at confined fires, at drownings, 
places where poison gasses are present, or wherever oxygen 
is needed. 


We have also bought six hand lights, complete with 
holders to carry them on the trucks. 


The above pieces of equipment were bought by the 
members of your Fire Department from their private fund, 
with no cost to the Town. (This was made possible by your 
fine support of our lawn party, field day and beano parties. 
Again, Thank You.) 


For the coming year, 1954, I recommend that the fire 
alarm system be brought up to date. This includes new 
air horns, that we now have in use. I would also recom- 
mend a Vitaguard, that controls the fire alarm system, 
which will be put on AC current, that maintains the right 
voltage to operate the system. Now it is operated on bat- 
teries that keep going down and does not allow the system 
to operate properly. With the Vitaguard it will be possible 
to put in Fire Alarm Boxes around Town. 


Please remember in case of fire, keep as calm as pos- 
sible, and call the Fire Department, Number 222. Give 
your box number, which is in the square at the lower right 
hand corner of your fire alarm card, and give the nature 
of the fire;—house, grass, chimney, woods, or other. Re 
member, if you give this information when calling the 
Fire Department, and give it correctly, it will help us in 
answering your call, and save precious minutes, which 
might mean the saving of your home or other valuable 
property. 


I want to thank the members of the Department, Town 
Manager and the Selectmen for their splendid cooperation 
given me since I have been your Chief.

Although the account shows a balance of $318.67, it

As we are unable to print names of persons receiving 
aid, the following may be of some interest to the taxpayers.

Under State poor we helped a total of 13 different 
cases and at present we are assisting 5.

You are probably familiar with the 
law concerning A. D. C. However, I will refresh your 
memory by quoting the statutes of this aid. 

“It is completely administered by the State with the 
Town paying the State 18% of the cost, the Federal Gov- 
ernment 50% and the State 32%.”

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
South Berwick: 


I herewith submit my seventh annual report of the 
South Berwick School Department. 


TEACHERS 


Central School opened for the fall term on September 
9th with the following changes in the teaching staff: 


Mr. Robert S. Stevens of Portland succeeded William 
Treat as principal, Mr. Treat having resigned to accept a 
teaching assignment in Connecticut. Miss Sonia Johnson 
of West Paris, Maine was elected to the eighth grade pos- 
ition. Mrs. Jacqueline Heffren of Dark Harbor accepted 
the fifth grade position, replacing Nancy Gibbs who re- 
signed to accept a similar position in Auburn, Maine. 


Miss Joan Grunert of Lisbon Falls replaced Mrs. 
Thomas as teacher of Grade Three. Mrs. Thomas has trans- 
ferred to grade two, replacing Patricia Stevens who is now 
teaching in Melrose, Mass. Mrs. Belva Beale of Winter 
Harbor is the teacher for the other division of grade two.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


With the beginning of the Fall term, the new State 
Minimum Salary Law -ecomes effective. Teachers with a 
Bachelor degree can command a minimum salary of from 
$2,400 to $3,200, depending upon the number of years of 
experience. $100 increments are given annually. South 
Berwick does not have a formal salary schedule, but has 
granted increases regularly during the past few years, re- 
cognizing training and experience. A general shortage of 
qualified teachers has caused higher teacher salaries, and 
has paved the way for the new salary law. 


ENROLLMENT TRENDS 


Because of the increase of the number of pupils in the 
upper grades, it has become necessary to add an extra 
teacher to the staff. The small auditorium and the office 
room on the second floor are keing used as classrooms. 
‘These are not standard classrooms, nor will they meet the 
requirements concerning light and ventilation. However, 
permission has been granted use of these rooms as an 
emergency measure. Twelve standard classrooms are now 
available for use; but if the present enrollment trend 
continues, five new classrooms will be needed within a five 
year period. 

ORGANIZATION 


Since the opening of school in September, Principal 
Stevens has organized and supervised a Physical Education 
program. This has included all the grades and has involved 
both indoor and outdoor activities. All children from the 
fourth grade up were given physical examinations to deter- 
mine their fitness to participate in such a program. The 
new gymnasium is being used nearly every period during 
the school day. In December Mr. Howard Richardson, the 
State Director of Physical Education, held a clinic in the 
gymnasium with the teachers of Central School, St. Mich- 
ael’s School, and the new Lebanon Elementary School par- 
ticipating. The purpose of this clinic was to instruct the 
teachers in the use of the gymnasium and to acquaint them 
with the features of a modern Physical Education program. 
Demonstrations were given in rhythmic games and dances. 
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SCHOOL LUNCH 


The school lunch department of Central School is under 
the capable co-managership of Mrs. Beatrice Lane and Mrs. 
Beatrice Warren. An average of 250 children are fed 
well-balanced meals daily. This is one of the few school 
lunch departments in the area that has not increased its 
rates to participating pupils. This year we have been most 
fortunate in receiving good quantities of government sur- 
plus commodities, including both canned and frozen meat. 
The lunch room is rather small for the number of children 
participating, and future planning includes the expanding 
of the lunch room into the adjoining room which is now 
used as a music room and storage space. 


INSURANCE 


The School Committee has recently revised the entire 
school insurance program in a more equitable division and 
at a financial saving to the town. Fire insurance on the 
Central School and Civic Center totaling $250,000 including 
contents has been divided among all insurance agents in 
So. Berwick. All policies are for a 5-year period with an 
equal amount renewable each year. This plan affords 
the best rate, and although it is more expensive to institute, 
the annual costs will be greatly reduced after the first year.

ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 45 


Report of the Central School Principal 


To Superintendent Howard I. Libby and the Superintending 
School Committee of South Berwick: 

The following is my first annual report as principal of 
the So. Berwick Central School. 

The school year started with an enrollment of 396 
students, 48 of which were in the beginning class. The 
school population does not seem to reach any definite peak, 
but rather to run along a high plateau. This points to a 
future outlook of at least two teachers for each grade and 
five new rooms. 

The new auditorium is being put to good use with gym 
classes and assemblies in full swing. During school hours 
the auditorium is in constant use except for five hours a 
week, which does not include outside athletic activities and 
social functions. 

Outside athletic activities are expanding and improv- 
ing. Basketball is underway. Mrs. Jacqueline Heffren, 
coach of the girls’ team, has had a fine turnout and is look- 
ing forward toward a successful season. The boys’ team, 
which includes players from the 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th 
grades this year, has a schedule of 14 games with a few 
more possibilities in sight. Most of these games are with 
the schools in School Union No. 5; the remainder are with 
New Hampshire schools in the near vicinity. 

Our music program, under the direction of Mrs. Ruth 
Brown, has had a busy and successful year so far, and she 
is planning for an even busier spring schedule. The ac- 
tivities that have been completed or planned, include a 
Christmas program for the P.T.A., an assembly, prospects 
of a talent show, Union No. 5 festival, and the Western 
Maine Festival in Auburn. These activities will include 
children from the Glee Club and all of the grades in school. 

The band, under Mr. Eugene Ploof, is busy with plans 
for assemblies, a performance for the Union No. 5 Teachers 
Club meeting, P. T. A. Program, and the Union No. 5 Fes- 
tival among their important appearances. 

The new library, organized and set up by Mrs. Sturdi- 
vant and the students in her room, now has over 750 vol- 
umes available for use in all grades. 

The Defense Stamp program is helping the students to 
save on an average of $45.00 a week. I am sorry to hear 
that some of the parents are letting their children cash in 
the stamps before they have enough to exchange for a 
U. S. Defense Bond. 
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School socials are held in the Civic Center at least 
twice a month, with the 4th, 5th, 6th grade group and the 
7th and 8th grade group alternating. The attendance at 
these socials have been very good with many parents com- 
ing to help and also to enjoy an evening with their children. 

Because of the warm weather, the skating pond has 
had very little use. Now that the skating temperatures 
are with us, we hope to make up for lost time.

We examined vouchers, ascertained that they were 
properly approved, correctly recorded, and charged to the 
proper department or appropriation account. We also 
examined disbursements of the Treasurer and ascertained 
that they were properly authorized. 


All commitments of the taxes to the Collector were 
examined and determined to be properly accounted for, 
either in cash, properly authorized abatements, or yet re- 
maining uncollected on the records of the Collector. 


Expenditure of monies is authorized by vote of the 
town, and in computing the amount to be raised by taxa- 
tion, consideration should be given to a reasonable estimate 
of all revenues from other sources, and the remaining 
balance, plus the overlay, is the amount to be raised from 
taxation. No overdrafts of appropriations should be per- 
mitted, and any excess of actual revenues over the amount 
estimated should be taken into consideration in arriving 
at the commitment for the following year. We would re- 
commend that this procedure be more closely followed.

The Budget Committee elected for the purpose of 
making recommendations as to the estimate of money 
needed for the various Town activities for the ensuing 
year respectfully submits herewith its recommendations for 
the Articles contained in the following Warrant. 


Using these recommendations and estimating the val- 
uation of the Town for the year 1954 the tax rate will be 
approximately $52 per thousand dollars of assessed valua- 
tion. 


The Budget recommended on the following pages re- 
presents the best judgement of the entire Budget Committee 
based upon the needs of the Town and upon the ability of 
the Town to pay. The Budget Committee met with the 
Selectmen and Town Manager in order to become familiar 
with the needs of the Town, and how last year’s appropria- 
tions were being spent. Meetings were also held with 
representatives from each of the following groups: Police 
Department, Fire Department, Memorial Day Committee, 
and School Board to determine their needs for the 1954 
Budget. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Town expenses have been Kept down to a minimum, 
but election expenses show an increase due to the two State 
elections in 1954. 


EDUCATION 


Total appropriations for 1954 show an increase of 
$10,360.00. Of this figure $8,031.00 is necessitated by in- 
creased school costs. The Common School Account in- 
creases represent $4,350.00 of the total, and the Academy 
tuition increases represent $2,700.00 of the total. Teacher 
pay increases are necessary because of new pay minimums 
set by the 1953 State Legislature, and an increase in the 
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Academy figure is due partly to a much larger entering 
class in September. 


CIVIC CENTER 


Payment on the Civic Center this year will come to 
$12,000.00, plus nearly $3,000.00 for interest. The scheduled 
payment for next year will be $13,000.00 and then it will 
drop to $6,000.00 annually. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


$1,300.00 is recommended for the purchase of new fire 
alarm equipment, as the present one is only on loan for 
trial purposes. 


While the budget for the coming year shows a consider- 
able increase, it is the opinion of the Committee that the 
budget represents what is necessary for the welfare of the 
Town.

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Highways 


Summarizing the expenditures of highway funds, you 
will note that the general highway appropriation was over- 
drawn. Application for State and Federal Disaster Relief 
has been made. However, we have received only $612.00 
against this damage. Future reimbursement should cover 
most of this overdraft. 


Again this year we were blessed with a light snowfall, 
helping to keep our expenses to a minimum. Certain ex- 
penses are created anyway, such as sand stock pile, salt for 
same, and repairs on equipment. Our equipment is old, and 
maintenance is great. 


State aid money was spent on Agamenticus Road, start- 
ing at the home of Joseph Turnbull, and extending toward 
North Berwick. In order to build this road to state specifi- 
fications it was necessary to remove a lot of ledge, which 
was expensive. A great improvement will be noted when 
this piece of road is completed. Town road improvement 
money was spent on the Tufts Road and the Ogunquit Road. 


Due to the amount of work necessary to clean up after 
the hurricanes, we were delayed on other work. There- 
fore, the money raised for rebuilding Town streets was not 
spent. I do feel that Norton Street should be rebuilt this 
coming year as early as possible, so that a coat of tar might 
be applied when we do our tarring. 


On the equipment accounts, our Ford trucks show a 
very good year. We were able to pay off our deficit of 
$1169.62, pay our running expenses, $1,000.00 on the note 
at the bank, and still show a balance of $325.46. These 
trucks are going on seven years old and are in need of 
considerable repairs to keep them in running order. 


Due to the small amount of work necessary to remov- 
ing snow, the Walters Truck fund still shows an overdraft. 


The Loader account, due to the payment still shows 
an overdraft. The final payment of $1933.00 was paid in 
1954. 


As no blister rust work was necessary, the complete 
appropriation for Trees was spent on spraying. Due to the 
hurricanes, some work should be done this year on trim- 
ming out the broken limbs and cutting the weaker trees.

Our fire loss for the past year has been very small, 
due to the wet season, which kept forest fires at a minimum 
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and also due to promptness in answering alarms. The Rol- 
linsford Fire Department has purchased two radios for their 
trucks and are on the same wave length as we are, we can 
talk back and forth with them at fires, this also enables us 
to call them when we need their help, or them to call us 
when they need ours. I feel that we have a very good 
group of men in the Fire Dept. which consists of twenty 
members, they are very interested in their work and more 
than willing to do what is asked of them. Their pay is 
$75.00 per year and at this time I recommend an increase 
in their salary of $25.00 per year. 


The pump on the 1950 Chevrolet Tank Truck went bad 
this past year. There was no money available to purchase 
a new pump at the time. The members of the fire depart- 
ment voted to buy a new pump for the tank truck out of 
their fund. We purchased a one hundred and fifty gallon 
Leonard pump which was highly recommended. We also 
voted to purchase a Hale Portable Pump to be used at 
forest fires, which amounted to over $710.00. The purchase 
of these pumps for the fire department was made possible 
by the wonderful support of the people, to our lawn party, 
field day and beano parties. Again thank you. 


The 1929 Buffalo pump is in very bad condition. I 
recommend that the pump be repaired. 


We have twenty members in the fire department, five 
substitutes. We have twelve helmets, coats and boots. I 
recommend that an additional eight helmets, coats and boots 
be purchased that each member have his own helmet, coat 
and boots to protect him at fires and in the cold weather. 


The fire alarm system at the station has been brought 
up to date. It is equipped to take care of 40 street boxes, 
and in the near future street boxes should be considered. 


Flease remember in case of fire, call Fire Department 
number 222. Keep as calm as possible. Give your box 
number, which is in the square, at the lower right hand 
corner of your fire alarm card. Give nature of fire, house, 
chimney, woods or other. If you give this information 
when calling the fire department, and give it correctly, it 
will save valuable time in answering your call, which might 
mean saving your home or other valuable property. 


This marks my twenty fifth year in the fire depart- 
ment, nine years as your chief, and I heartily wish to thank 
the members of the fire department, the town manager, the 
selectmen, and the employees of the Central Maine Power 
Co. for their splendid cooperation given me at all times, also 
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I wish to thank the public for their splendid support, of our 
‘lawn parties, field day and beano parties, without this sup- 
port, we would be unable to help in the support of the de- 


partment.

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Report cf Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
South Berwick: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report of the South 
Eerwick School Department. 


Teaching Staff 


Central School opened for the fall term on September 
8 with but three changes in the teaching staff. Joseph M. 
Mulkern of Portland, Maine replaced Leland McLean as 
teacher of Grade Seven. Mr. McLean had accepted a teach- 
ing position in Lebanon. Mrs. Beulah Chapman of Roch- 
ester, N. H., a former teacher in this school, was elected to 
the extra fifth grade position.

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School Expansion 


At a special town meeting in December, it was voted 
to accept federal funds and use not in access of $20,000 to 
construct two classrooms in the old auditorium area on the 
second floor of Central School. The project also includes 
two toilet rooms on the second floor and the enlargement 
of the cafeteria in the basement. 


According to all statistics available, we can expect a 
steadily growing school enrollment for the next few years. 
Our primary classes are requiring two teachers for each 
grade; and if this trend continues for five years more, five 
new classrooms will be needed. The two new rooms that 
will become available should satisfy our immediate need 
for classroom space. 


School Needs 


It has been the policy of the School Committee to follow 
a planned program of building repairs and improvements 
each year. Annual repairs and renovations will prevent 
the outlay of a much greater amount if the building is neg- 
lected. Some of the future plans include: Improving the 
lighting in the Central School classrooms, installing modern 
desks and equipment, and refinishing floors. 


Two full-time janitors are employed at the present 
time. These employees during the summer months do, not 
only all the necessary cleaning, but complete many repairs 
and renovations. All floors are waxed and dressed. They 
also revarnish and repair many seating units. Among some 
of the repair items accomplished by the janitors during the 
past summer included: Painting walls and ceiling of the 
main corridor in Central School; Painting and refinishing 
one classroom; Repairing and changing plumbing in boys’ 
toilet; and the refinishing of all floors, including the gym- 
nasium, cafeteria, and all basement floors. If this work had 
been contracted for by painters, carpenters, plumbers, etc., 
it would have been much more expensive. I feel we are 
fortunate in having janitors who are capable of doing our 
school repair work. 


Physical Education 


We are very fortunate in having available for school 
and community use a modern well equipped gymnasium. 
All schools in town have access to its use. A game and 
practice schedule has been arranged by the school prin- 
cipals. The elementary schools are stressing an intra-mural 
program in basketball in which all pupils in the upper 


#4 
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grades have an opportunity to participate. In this program 
emphasis is placed upon the fundamentals of the game and 
sportsmanship. A program of basketball for adults was 
started last winter, sponsored by the South Berwick Re- 
creation Association. This program should be continued 
and expanded. 


With these facilities available, it is possible to have a 
well rounded physical education program for children and 
adults alike. I recommend a full time director of physical 
education for the community, to coordinate and direct the 
program. 


Music 


Central School is experiencing an aroused interest in 
music. Our vocal groups and band under the direction of 
Mrs. Ruth Brown and Mr. Eugene Ploof respectively parti- 
cipated in the area and state music festivals. Each pupil 
has the opportunity of learning the fundamentals of vocal 
music and of participating in group or choral singing. Also 
each pupil has an opportunity to participate in the school 
kand, if he has an instrument. Arrangements can be made 
for pupils to take private lessons on nearly any instrument 
at the school. The band of 30 members holds weekly prac- 
tice sessions. 


Finances 


School costs are increasing this year because of the 
following reasons: 1. Enrollment increase at Berwick Aca- 
demy. As South Berwick contracts with Berwick Academy, 
tuition costs are based upon a per-capita basis. At the pre- 
cent time the tuition is at the rate of $300 per pupil, and the 
probable increase is from 142 (South Berwick pupils en- 
rolled at present) to an anticipated 163 next fall. 2. In- 
crease in teachers’ salaries. Due to the new minimum salary 
schedule, which calls for salaries from $2,400 to $3,200, and 
the increasing shortage of qualified teachers; substantial 
salary increase must be given first consideration. 3. In- 
crease in cost of utilities. Water rates and electric light 
costs have recently been raised, effecting our maintenance 
costs. 

However, due to an anticipated increase in state funds, 
the total of the school appropriations remains practically 
the same as last year.

Report of the Principal of Central School 


To Howard I. Libby, Supt. of Schools: 


As principal of Central School, I am happy to make 
my second annual report to you, the people of South Ber- 
wick. 


A lot has happened since my last report, most of it as 
a result of the effort put forth by the School Board, P. T. A., 
and the parents and friends of Central School. 


Our biggest accomplishment has been the wise use fo 
be made of the money from the Federal Government. To 
say that the new classrooms are needed would be somewhat 
of an understatement. Our present enrollment of 385 will 
increase over the coming years, and we will need the added 
rooms to educate our children. 


The decésion to give the parents a chance to have ac- 
cident insurance coverage for their children was another 
high point. About 80 per cent of the students are covered, 
and already benefits of about $100 have been paid. Thanks 
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alxo goes to the groups who paid for insurance of several 
needy families. 

Your school board voted 100% for a recommended 
change in our athletic policy. We are now running an intra- 
mural program in basketball and baseball. This gives 
every student in the 5th, 6th, 7th, and 8th grades an oppor- 
tunity to participate instead of the usual 15 or 20. At the 
present time we have over 90 boys and girls playing on 
basketball teams. 


Your school is now more beautiful because of the 
shrubbery planted by students last spring. The expenses 
were covered by money earned by the students. More of 
this is contemplated in the future. 


A new picture screen was bought by the graduating 
class last year. This screen will make the numerous movies 
more pleasing to the students of Central School for many 
years to come. 


Our library, new last year, now has well over 1000 
books of all types for every grade. Many of these were 
donated by members of the P.T.A. New books from the 
current “best” lists for children arrive every month, thanks 
to Mr. Libby. 


There are many other improvements here that cannot 
be mentioned because of the space it would require. We, 
the faculty, invite all of you, especially the parents, to come 
in and visit us at any time. We will be truly glad to see 
you and talk over any problems concerning your child or 
your school. 


I should like to thank the faculty, the nurse, our very 
fine cooks and janitors, and all those connected with Central 
School for making this one of our best all around school 
years.

The school lunches started in September and have been 
on an average of 245 daily. This is a few less than last 
year as the Berwick pupils are taken to the Berwick schools. 
The pupils are charged 15 cents per meal, and is one of the 
few school lunch departments that has not increased its 
rates. The meal is classed as Type A, and meets the re- 
quirements of the State Department. This year we have 
been most fortunate to receive government surplus commod- 
ities including butter, shortening, canned beef, cranberry 
sauce, green beans, lima beans, dry milk, peaches, tomatoes, 
dry white and red kidney beans. 

The staff in the cafeteria is the same as last year. They 
are Mrs. Beatrice Lane, Mrs. Beatrice Warren, Mrs. Susan 
Joy, and Mrs. Edna Tozier.

The Budget Committee elected for the purpose of mak- 
ing recommendations as to the estimate of money needed 
for the various Town activities for the ensuing year re- 
spectfully submits herewith its recommendations for the 
Articles contained in the following Warrant. 


Using these recommendations and estimating the valua- 
tions of the Town for the year 1955 the tax rate will be ap- 
proximately $53.00 per thousand dollars of assessed valua- 
tion. 


The Budget recommended on the following pages re- 
presents the bext judgement of the entire Budget Committee 
based upon the needs of the Town and upon the ability of 
the Town to pay. The Budget Committee met with the 
Selectmen and Town Manager in order to become familiar 
with the needs of the Town and how last year’s appropria- 
tions were being spent.

‘‘Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
seasonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting 
notification in some place in Town, or shall notify them, 
in such other ways as the Town directs, TO MAKE AND 
BRING IN TO THEM TRUE AND PERFECT LISTS OF 
THEIR POLLS AND ALL THEIR ESTATES, REAL AND 
PERSONAL, NOT BY LAW EXEMPT FROM TAXATION 
OF WHICH THEY WERE POSSESSED ON THE FIRST 
DAY OF APRIL OF THE SAME YEAR.” 


If any resident owner, after such notice, or any non- 
resident owner after being reasonably requested thereto 
by the Assessors, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors or 
the County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer at the time appointed, 
the request upon non-resident owners may be proved by 
notice sent by mail directed to the last known address of 
the taxpayer or given by any other method that brings 
notice home to the taxpayer.

You will note that we have $939.89 balance in our Town 
Highway Account, due to reimbursement for hurricane 
money spent in 1954, and received in 1955. This balance 
has been transferred into the unappropriated surplus ac- 
count. 


Under State Aid roads we have a balance of $332.94 
which will be carried forward due to matching funds from 
the State. 


A small overdraft will be noted under Winter Care. 
This was due to the cost of repairing and rebuilding the 
plows to fit the new trucks. Our plow equipment is in 
very good condition considering the age of it. 


The Truck Fund shows a balance after paying the dif- 
ference of over $600.00 in the purchase of the new trucks 
and $1000.00 on the note. Also a considerable sum was 
spent in changing the bodies and installing the power take- 
offs. The final payment of the old note will be paid this 
year. Our trucks should be made to pay for themselves plus 
any expenses necessary to trade in the future. 


You will note that the Walter Trucks and Loader ac- 
counts still show an overdraft. This is due to extensive 
repairs on the loader and very little use of the Walter 
Trucks. However, I feel that these trucks are very good 
insurance.

Fire Department. 


Your Fire Dept. answered 54 Alarms 
10 Still alarms

‘Fire losses were very low this year due to the coop- 
eration of citizens when calling in fires, giving correct box 
numbers, stating kind of fire, whether house, grass, chim- 
ney, woods, etc., also by keeping premises free of rubbish 
and other fire hazards. 

The Town of South Berwick owns at this time one 
chevrolet forestry unit. This truck was bought by the 
members of your fire department from their own funds 
during the 1947 forest fires, when the older truck was put 
out of commission. This chevrolet truck was bought second 
hand at the time and has paid for itself a hundred times over. 
It is now on its last legs. Therefore the members of your 
Fire Dept. have set aside a fund of $532.62 toward the 
purchase of another truck. Remember this truck we are 
after is for the protection of your property as well as ours. 
Any donations will be gratefully appreciated. 

Due to the wonderful donation of $150.00 by the Teen- 
agers we were able to add another Scott Air Pack to our 
equipment. The members of the department added the 
balance of $68.27 from their funds in order to purchase 
same. 

The first fire alarm box in South Berwick was installed 
on the front of the fire station Oct. 10, 1955. This also was 
paid for from the members fund. With the cooperation of 
the public at our annual lawn party and beano parties we 
hope to add more boxes in the near future, thus giving the 
town added protection.

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Civil Defense and Public Safety 


In September 1955 reorganization of Civil Defense and 
Fublic Safety for South Berwick was started. This was 
necessary because State laws required Director Robert 
McIntire to relinquish his position so that he might serve 
in other important State capacities. Other staff members 
were unable to continue because of various committments 
and a new staff was established. 


In November, ninety volunteers reported to the Civic 
Center and had their photographs taken for their identifica- 
tion cards. 


Several meetings at York County Headquarters in 
Alfred have been attended by staff members in order to 
correlate local, county and state plans. These meetings 
are normally held on the first Monday of the month and 
are open to all members. 


It is important to remember that the organization for 
Civil Defense and Public Safety is a Federal, state and local 
service for public protection and aid not only in case of 
enemy attack but even more importantly that it be able to 
operate in case of natural disaster such as fire, flood, storm 
or other misfortune. All officers and members serve on a 
voluntary, unpaid basis. If the organization is to function 
in case of a local disaster sufficient members must be avail- 
able to carry out required assignments. There is a spot for 
everyone in the community, even a person who could act 
as a baby sitter, type or relay telephone calls would be an 
important member. One hundred more volunteers are need- 
ed and you are urged to contact a staff member and offer 
your services.

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
South Berwick: 

In compliance with Paragraph 3, Section 87 of Chapter 
41 of the Revised Statutes of 1954 as amended 1955, I here- 
with submit the annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools. 

It is with pleasure that I report on the condition of 
your schools in a system which shows every evidence of 
having had good administration and loyal support from the 
citizens of the community. 

The 1955-56 school year officially began September 
5, 1955, Labor Day, and the doors were opened for the fall 
term on the following day. The teaching staff totals seven- 
teen this year compared with sixteen last year. The increase 
was due to the large second grade which had to have two 
teachers, whereas there was a combination second and 
third grade last year.

Pupil Progress | 


The pupils at the Central School seem to be making 
good progress scholastically. This achievement is due large- 
ly to the services of good teachers. The Central School is 
fortunate in being well staffed with a very adequate and 
well-trained group of teachers. 


Textbooks 


On the whole the school is well supplied with textbooks, 
and the general condition is good. Among the new books 
added last September were a new series of spelling books, 
new social studies, and new arithmetic books. It is possible 
that the cost of textbooks may be reduced some during wae 
current fiscal year without reducing efficiency. 


Building Improvements 


During the summer vacation an extensive repair and 
remodeling program was carried out according to previous 
plans. The two additional classrooms, extended lunch room 


accommodations, and improved toilet facilities have greatly 
added to the efficiency of the school program. Just how 
long the present number of rooms will accommodate the 
school population will depend upon how fast a building 
program develops in South Berwick. 


Budget 


The school budget reflects the generally increased costs 
with which every one is familiar. School expenses go up 
just the same as a person’s individual expenses increase. 
It is due to the general economic. situation. The largest . 
single item which has increased considerably over last year 
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is the high school tuition. This is an item which can not be 
helped. We are glad that our young people go on to higher 
education. 


The remainder of the budget increases are due to the 
cost of an additional teacher, plus the increases in salaries 
which go with the present conditions. The state minimum 
salary law sets a minimum wage which also has to be met. 
There is also a decrease in the estimated subsidy. A part 
of this decrease is from tuition pupils of the Dawson Street 
area formerly of Berwick. 


A change in the bookkeeping will provide for the pay- 
ment of secretaries directly by the several towns which will 
reduce the carrying charges of South Berwick, but will also 
reduce the apparent resources. Every effort will be made 
to operate the schools as economically and efficiently as 
possible. The complete budget for school purposes is as 
follows:

The balance at the 
time the books closed was $4,630.70, but since then the con- 
tractor and the architect have been paid in full leaving a 
balance of approximately $1,100.00. 

Several items have been included under the Mainten- 
ance account which are now subsidized by the state. 

The financial statement shows total resources and ex- 
penditures, but the itemization has been left out which will 
make a saving on the cost of printing. Details of all ex- 
penditures are available in either the two town offices, 
and we shall be pleased to explain to any individual who 
wishes to inquire regarding any particular item. 

At the close of this report there is a report from the 
principal of Central School, the school nurse, the managers 
of the school lunch program, and a financial statement. 

In closing this report, I wish to express my thanks to 
the school board, town officials, teachers, and citizens who 
have helped in making the work pleasant as well as success- 
ful.

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Report of the Principal of Central School 


TO HUBERT E. REDDING: SUPT. OF SCHOOLS: 


As principal of Central School I am happy to make 
my first annual report. Since the previous report was given 
much has happened which has made Central School a more 
valuable asset to the town of South Berwick. The two new 
classrooms which were completed prior to school opening 
are very modern and well equipped. We were fortunate in 
having the space available in order that we could make 
these extra classrooms. Along with the new classrooms we 
were able to put in two new rooms for toilets. This elimi- 
nates the necessity of all groups going downstairs and 
crowding these facilities. Our lunchroom was enlarged 
thus enabling us to seat more of our students comfortably. 
We feed over 200 children daily. The meals are highly nu- 
tritious and meet the standards set by the state schools 
lunch supervisor. 

Once again we are able to offer to the parents of our 
children an accident insurance policy whereby the children 
of our school are covered on the way to and from school— 
while in school and while attending any of the school spon- 
sored functions. It is a great relief to a family when some 
unforeseen accident occurs and the insurance is there to 
cover the bill. The price this year for a policy is $1.50. 

We are continuing our policy of following our intra- 
mural program. At present we have over 90 boys and girls 
playing basketball. We would have more participation if 
our children who live in the outlying sections had some 
form of transportation home after their games. This is a 
big factor in our intramural program. In the Spring we 
will once again start our softball program. Last Fall we 
tried volleyball with the girls and it was enjoyed so much 
that we will try it on a full scale next Fall. Grades 5-8 
participate in our intramural program. 

Our graduating class purchased a beautiful bulletin 
board for the school. This rich tradition of the graduating 
class leaving something behind as a memento to their school 
days is one of the many fine ideals which makes Central 
what it is. 

Our library is fast expanding. We now have over 
1100 books. The best in reading is made available to our 
children of all age levels. These books may ke borrowed 
for home reading. 
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We are working on annual*awards to be given to mem- 
bers of the graduating class. To date the V. F. W. Post of 
South Berwick has approved of a Science award to be 
given to the outstanding student in Science. The Women’s 
Club of South Berwick has voted to give awards to the 
first three places of our annual prize speaking contest. 

You the people of South Berwick have a school of which 
you should be proud. Many of you have not seen the recent 
improvements. We never hesitate to show newcomers to 
our town our school. We would enjoy the opportunity to 
show you your school. Visit us—visit our social functions 
—our sporting events, you will be glad that you did. 

I should like to thank the faculty, our school nurse, our 
music supervisors, our very fine cooks and janitors, and 
all those many friends of Central School for making this 
one of our best school years.

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Report of the School Nurse 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the Superintending 
School Committee: 

It is with pleasure that I submit my fifth annual report. 

The usual health services have been provided for the 
students of Central School. These include the checking of 
eyes, ears, teeth, throat, skin, hair, height and weight. 

Last Spring 153 children received immunization pro- 
tecting them from diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus 
and fifty three received smallpox vaccinations. These im- 
munizations have resulted in the virtual disappearance of 
these diseases in the school population. 

This year has seen the beginning of the Salk Poliomy- 
elitis Vaccination program. Two injections of the vaccine 
have already been given to sixty eight students, and 435 
students and pre-school five-year-olds are signed up to 
receive the Salk Poliomyelitis Vaccine as soon as it is avail- 
able to us. 

The success of our health program is due to the con- 
tinued cooperation of parents, citizens and members of the 
many charitable organizations in our community. To each 
who has contributed his part and to our health officer, John 
J. Murphy, M. D., I wish to extend my personal thanks.

Report of School Lunch Program 


To the Superintendent Hubert Redding and the Superintend- 
ing School Committee of South Berwick: 

We submit the following as our annual report of the 
School Lunch Program. 

The lunches started as usual in September with an 
average of 250 children. The pupils were charged fifteen 
cents daily until January 1, when they were increased to 
twenty cents per meal for a Type A lunch which meets the 


requirements of the State Department. Milk is three cents 
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for a half pint bottle for those who wish it with a cold 
lunch or for recess. 

The lunch room was rather small for the number of 
children participating and so the room was made larger by 
taking down a wall into the adjoining room this last sum- 
mer. It is much more convenient for all. A new dish washer 
and sterilizer was also added for new equipment. 

The commodities the government has sent up this year 
has been butter, shortening, rice, lima beans, green beans, 
dry red beans, canned pork and gravy, peas, tomatoes and 
dry milk. 

We wish to thank all the people who have helped to 
make our program a SUCCESS.

Report of the Budget Committee 
For the 
Town of South Berwick 


YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1955 


January 31, 1956 


To the Citizens of South Berwick: 


The Budget Committee, elected for the purpose of re- 
viewing the articles in the 1956 Warrant and for recom- 
mending amounts of money to be appropriated, respectfully 
submits the following report. 


The Budget Committee held several meetings this year, 
during which the needs of each Department were carefully 
reviewed with the appropriate Town Officials. Each ar- 
ticle of the following warrant which was submitted to the 
Committee has been carefully considered in the light of the 
Town’s needs and its ability to pay. The recommendations 
which appear following each article of the Warrant re- 
present the best judgment of the Budget Committee. 


Using these recommendations and the estimated valua- 
tion of the Town for the year 1956, the tax rate is estimated 
to be approximately $53.00 per thousand dollars of assessed 
valuation, or an increase of $2.00 over the tax rate of last 
year. 


TOWN EXPENSES 


Estimated municipal expenses show an increase of 
approximately $1,000.00, due primarily to an increase in 
the amount of highways requiring winter care by the Town 
when Route 103 is rerouted by the State, and also to re- 
commend increases in Town salaries. These increases are 
offset in part by small decreases in several other accounts. 


EDUCATION 


The major increases in the total estimated appropria- 
tions appear in the school budget, which shows an increase 
of over $18,000.00. These higher school costs are the re- 
sult of an increase of $30.00 in the tuition rate per student 
attending Berwick Academy. The new tuition rates be- 
came effective at the beginning of the 1955-56 school year, 
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and resulted not only in the spefiding of surplus funds in 
the school account, but also resulted in an overexpenditure 
during 1955. An estimated increase of 20 students at the 
Academy next year, the addition of one teacher at Central 
School and an estimated decrease in State and Federal sub- 
sidies account for the remaining increase. 


CIVIC CENTER 


Payment on the Civic Center this year drops to 
$6,000.00, as compared to $13,000.00 paid last year. How- 
ever, since nearly $7,000.00 in Federal funds was applied 
against last year’s scheduled payment, it was necessary to 
appropriate only a little more than the $6,000.00 required 
this year. Therefore, no appreciable reduction in cost to 
the Town will result this year. 


While the budget for the coming year shows a con- 
siderable increase, it is the opinion of the Committee that 
the Budget represents what is necessary for the welfare 
of the Town. In view of the increase, it is especially im- 
portant to give critical consideration to special petitions. 
The voters are reminded that each additional $2700.00 ap- 
propriated will add approximately $1 to the tax rate.
